Acreage Measure 
May Be Taken Up 
In Senate Monday 


Washington, Jan. 8. (/P) 
Con­ 
gress hopes to get some action on 
a cotton acreage allotment bill be­ 
fore fanners in the Deep Sou th 
start planting their cotton. 
The Senate Agricu ltu re Commit­ 
tee passed a 21-million acre bill 
yesterday and hopes the Senate 
will tak e it u p Monday. 
As soon as the whole Senate 
tak es action, the bill will go into 
a joint Senate-Hou se conference 
committee, for the Hou se passed a 
similar bill last Su mmer. 


Versio ns Va ry 
The Senate version calk for 21,- 
380,000 acres which cotmn grow­ 
ers can plant this year tinder the 
produ ction control program. 
The Hou se version calls for 22 li 
million acres. 
If Congress doesn’t pass a cotton 
acreage 
bill, 
farmers 
will 
get 
ready 
to 
plant 
only 
17,9 10,000 
acres— the figu re set by Secretary 
of Agricu ltu re Benson. 
Farm ers harvested some 2-1,800,- 
000 acres in 19 53 and more than 
25 million in 19 52. 


Sena te Versio n 
Under the Senate bill an indi­ 
vidu al farmer wou ld be permitted 
to plant the larger of these: (1> 
65 per cent of his average plant­ 
ings for the years 19 51 throu gh 
19 53, or (2) 40 per cent of his 
largest, planting in afiy one of 
those years. In any case, he can't 
plant more than 50 per cent of 
his total crop land to cotton. 
The measu re wou ld provide that 
where a farm er doesn’t u se all of 
his allotment he cou ld su rrender 
the u nu su ed part to the cou nty 
cotton committee which cou ld re­ 
allocate it or tu rn it back to the 
state committee. The farm er su r­ 
rendering the acreage, however, 
cou ld retain the allotment in his 
planting history for fu tu re years. 


STATE OF U N IO N — Pres. E i­ 
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Free World 
Approves Talk 
O f President 


I/)ndon, Jan. 8. 
(/p ) 
President 
Eisenhower’s State of the Union 
message 
won 
w i d e 
approval 
throu ghou t the free world today. 
Especially applau ded were his call 
for freer trade and proposals that 
the United States share atomic 
secrets with its allies. 
Japanese political leaders and 
newspapers, 
however, 
expressed 
disapjxiintment at. the President’s 
statem ent that the United States 
wou ld “maintain indefinitely” bas­ 
es on Ok inawa. The Japanese have 
long hoped for restoration of their 
sovereignty over the island. Ail 
Tok yo newspapers carried editor­ 
ials 
criticizing 
the 
President's 
stand. 
Finance ministers of nine British 
Commonwealth nations, meeting in 
Sydney, Au stralia, to discu ss eco­ 
nomic and development problems, 
hailed the bid for a freer system 
of trade and payments as t ho k ey­ 
note of their own talk s. 
In Eu rope, only the Commu nist 
press denou nced the speech. Bu t 
there was no reaction 
yet 
from 
Moscow. 
There was no official reaction 
bu t newspapers of variou s political 
convictions praised the President's 
remark s 
for 
different 
reasons, 
Britain lik ed esf>ecially his mov. 
to share atomic secrets; West Ger­ 
many was heartened by his pledge 
to maintain a “policy of 
s t r e ngt h" 
in dealing with Commu nists; the 
rest were encou raged by his freer 
trade stand.

So lutio n Po ssible 
Von Frank enberg said the com­ 
ing fou r-power conference of for­ 
eign ministers here Jan. 25 cou ld 
tu lng a solu tion to the cold war, 
bu t if it didn’t this Is what th» 
Soviet forces cou ld do, assu ming 
the West started a war:

cou ld reaco all points of the rear 
operation area and the home w ar 
area of the enemv. The twin rock ­ 
et su ited for trans-Atlantic pu r­ 
poses has been fu rther developed. 
"The new 
au thors of

consider that with a depth of 150 
miles In West 
Germany, Soviet 
tank s, in a cou nter-thru st, wou ld 
reach the French border within 
seven days; planes wou ld fly over 
that territory in 15 minu tes; H am ­ 
bu rg, Kassel and Cobu rg wou ld be 
front cities in a jiffy."

He said the Ru ssians have de­ 
veloped 
electronic 
antiaircraft 
weapons 
“and 
other 
su rprises 
which wou ld not permit the W est 
German mercenary pilots to get 
far in case of war.” 
The Red press commented that 
Frank enberg’s views were "u sefu l 
in order to destroy false assu mp­ 
tions that the Soviet. Union’s love 
of peace and readiness for nego­ 
tiations is du e to weak ness."

*pHE important point is that there is no longer a real North Korea 
for the United Nations to deal with. 
If peace is made, it will 
be made with Red China, or at best a puppet of Red China’s. 
In the five months since the fighting stopped, 
the Red Chinese 
have been working to consolidate their position in North Korea. 
There are indications that the Chinese 
have been stalling the 
peace conference prelim inaries while these defenses are being com­ 
pleted. The Chinese may want to stall another six months. 
It is a guess at best, but informed opinion 
is that the Chinese 
want peace in Korea and that they will not launch an offensive 
against South Korea 
The same sources believe that South Korean 
President Syngman Rhee will not launch

because he knows he does not have the 
air strength to beat the 
Chinese Communists.
